ing the end, h aving only » ¡» ace for the j 
¿ hirks to run in aud out, thus keeping j 
the hen a prisoner until such time as ! 
the chirks are ready for the fattening ! 
* 
•« » op. The latt r is something I do not 
possess, in fact h a\e no use for. 
My hen and « -hicks are given a 
roomy coop, with slat y ard, 4x3ft., 
which gives the hen chance to scratch 
an exercise and l« >ok after her family . 
This partial freedom secures the hen 
in g« >o« l conditin and prepared to re­ 
sume lay ing eggs weeks earlier than 
when kept closely confined. 
While some advocate under feeding. 
I give my fowls all they will eat twice 
a « lay , an« l my egg r«‘cor« i is the best 
in the neighborhood. 
I am convinced 
that liberal feeding will increase the 
receipts and keep the fowls in good 
condition. One of my friends tried 
under feeding, with the result that the 
flock was slowly starving. 
A change 
of plan and more liberal feeding im­ 
proved the Hot k and gave remunera­ 
tive results for the increased cost. 
Another neighbor was advised to 
fe*d but once a day . 
He cot no egas, 
and deserved none. 
.\t this time I 
was getting four and one-half and five 
dozen eggs, from a Hock of ninety 
fowls, many of them three y ears old. 
My chicks at twelve weeks old weigh 
Gibs, to the pair, and have perfect 
freedom. 
When one 
can produce 
chicks of that weight by allow ing them 
to enjoy the few w« eks ot life allotted 
to them, what need of confining them 
in fattening coops and excluding all 
light by a green shade, to he partially 
raised at feeding time. This latter 
was the advice of a recent writer in an 
agricultural paper. In my own experi­ 
ence, if fowls are made comfortable 
ami contented they will m.’ike con­ 
stant gains, ¡ind I believe the quality 
of the chickens will be better than un­ 
der close confinement.—Ji. Edes, in 
\mericau Cultivator.

One of the best aud easiest methods 
is to broadcast theseed, but this must 
be done on land that is free from 
weeds. Mpina< h is a hardy plant and 
cau stand quite a degree of cold. 
As the gross begins to fail later on, 
the rations of the cow* should be in­ 
creased at the barn. If there is then a 
supply of roots, and esp« *« iaily of car­ 
rots a ml turnips, the« ous may lie 
gradually chan.ed from green food to 
grain and hay with less risk of their 
falling off in y iehl of milk. 


Sprouts growing up from the roots 
of trees take nourishment that should 
go to tlie trees.

resistance to being led. And gradual­

Signaling by lJalluon. 
A series of interesting experiments 
waa conducted the other night at Stan­ 
ford Bridge Grounds, London, with b al­ 
loon and apparatus invented and im­ 
proved b y Mr. Eric Bruce for use in mil­ 
itary signaling at night over intervening 
woods and hills. Within the b alloon 
are hung on a small swinging ladder six 
incandescent lamps, connected b y insu­ 
lated cab le with a b attery on the ground, 
worked that night at twenty-four volts 
and giving sixty candle power of illumi­ 
nation. By ready manipulation of the 
b uttons at the instrument the operator 
flashes on the translucent sides of the 
b alloon the signals of the Morse or any 
code, and these can b e easily read at a 
distance of six miles. 
The b alloon used was a small one of 
eighteen feet diameter, containing 1,000 
feet of gas, and was held b y cab lo at a 
heiglft of ab out 300 feet. The strong 
wind prevailing rendered the position of 
the b alloon unsteady and uncertain, b ut 
tho signals were nevertheless read b y 
military experts, and were answered 
from a station on land. Tho experi­ 
ments were witnessed b y Prince Ed­ 
ward of Saxe-Weimar, b y military at­ 
taches of the Chinese and other emb as­ 
sies and a numb er of scientific men. 
The experiments were varied b y hang­ 
ing the lamps outside b elow the neck of 
the b alloon and flashing direct. The 
illuminated b alloon when a few feet 
ab ove ground gives a b eautiful light, 
and can b e utilized when required for 
executing 
work at 
night.—London 
News.

Signaling by Mattoon. 
A series of interesting experiments 
was conducted the other night at Stan­ 
ford Bridge Grounds, London, with bal­ 
loon and apparatus invented and im­ 
proved by Mr. Eric Bruce for use in mil­ 
itary signaling at night over intervening 
woods and hills. Within the balloon 
are hung on a small swinging ladder six 
incandescent lamps, connected by insu­ 
lated cable with a battery on the ground, 
worked that night at twenty-four volts 
and giving sixty candle power of illumi­ 
nation. By ready manipulation of the 
buttons at the instrument the operator 
flash es on the translucent sides of the 
balloon the signals of the Morse or any 
code, and these can be easily read at a 
distance of six miles. 
The balloon used was a small one of 
eighteen feet diameter, containing 1,000 
feet of gas, and was held by cabio at a 
height of about 300 feet. The strong 
wind prevailing rendered the position of 
the balloon unsteady and uncertain, but 
the signals were nevertheless read by 
military experts, and were answered 
from a station on land. Tho experi­ 
ments were witnessed by Prince Ed­ 
ward of Saxe-Weimar, by military at­ 
taches of the Chinese and other embas­ 
sies and a number of scientific men. 
The experiments were varied by bang­ 
ing the lamps outside below the neck of 
the balloon and flashing direct. The 
illuminated balloon when a few feet 
above ground gives a beautiful light, 
and can be utilized when required for 
executing 
work at 
night.—London 
News,

In cases where these means are 
not at hand, as when hunting, blowing 
tobacco sm oke into the ear direct ly 
from ti«e stem of a pipe, the m outh

I I ambcro, Aug. 31.—The sultriness o fth e 
itmosphere since early last evening has 
caused the cholera to snreml with increased 
rapidity, and report* o the near abatement 
of the dt-ease have received a shock. 
To­ 
night 831 new cases and 319 deaths are re­ 
ported for the day. 
The num ber ot interments yesterday was 
299. alm ost three times the average in 
heathful limes. 
Many of the burials now 
lake place at night, u* then there is not 
only less danger of infection but also fewer 
people abroad to be panic stricken by the 
appalling frequency of the funerals. 
Most 
bodies are unaccompanied by Ir ends or 
relatives. Persons ot the poorer cl us* dying 
in hospital* ure buried w ithout m y at­ 
tem pt ut ceremony und w ithout having 
been even seen by .riends or family. 
The long expected panic seems lo have 
come. 
The exodus o f families o f property 
owner*is continuous and ii creasing.

F a l l R i v e r , Aug, 1—Senator Car­ 
lisle, in his reply to Senator Aldrich, 
declared th at in fifteen “highly pro­ 
tected industries” wages had fallen 
$ince the passage of the McKinley 
fu:t, “an average of 89-100 of 1 per 
eeht.” Among fche protected indus­ 
tries named by him was cotton man­ 
ufactures. 
Now, Fall River is the 
largest cotton manufacturing centre 
in the United Status. 
If there has 
been any reduction of wages in cotton 
mills the operatives employed in this 
town are not aware of it. 
There are in Fall River sixty-seven 
factories, 
nearly all of them bein' 
cotton mills, with 51,410 loom s and 
2,400,000 spindles. 
These mills use 
260,800 hales of cotton annually. 
For the operatives there is a pay-roll 
of $154,505 weekly, or $8,064,260 
annually. 
About 
$22,153,000 has 
been 
invested in the mills. 
Full 
River produces in the course of a year 
cotton goods worth $21,000,000. It 
manufactures annually 602,850,000 
yards of cloth. T hecity contains one- 
sixth of all the spindles in the United 
States, 
and manufactures over two- 
thirds ofthe dom estic print cloths. If 
the chief industry of such a city, em­ 
ploying 22.780 men and women in its 
mills, were depressed and its mill 
hands suffering from a reduction of 
wages and an increase in the cost of 
living, as 8’enator <’arli*le asserts, 
there would naturally 
l>e outward 
signs of the prevailing distress. The 
m ost industrious and fanatical tariff 
reformer will fail to find here any in­ 
dications of that sort. 
All the super­ 
ficial evidence points in the opposite 
direction. The mill operatives are 
well paid and prosperous, and instead 
of having had their wages reduced, 
have virtually had them advanced 
within a month. The mills are iu full 
operation aud their owners are en­ 
joying exceptional prosperity. 
The manufacturing business of the 
city is expanding under the influence 
of the McKinley tariff. 
Investors are 
building new mills and increasing the 
number of their spindles. The only 
dark cloud in the Fall River sky is the 
avowed determ ination of the Demo­ 
cratic party to sw eepaw aythe Ameri­ 
can Protective system and to substi­ 
tute for it “a tariff for revenue only,” 
under which manufacturers and o p t a­ 
tives will be exposed to destructive 
com petition of the cheap labor of 
England, France and Germany. 
Wages in the cotton mil s have not 
ht-en reduced, but substantially have 
been 
increased. 
Tbe 
mill owners 
during the past fortnight have cut 
down the hour* of labor of t heir hands 
from sixty to fifty-eight hours a week, 
and in order that there might be no 
deertasejof earnings [ft* >m this’ rear­ 
rangement of the working hours they 
have advanced their w nas 3 1., per 
cent. Tbe hands who were p&id by

On the other hand, the manu­ 
facturers lose two hours’ work from 
ea*-h hand and have to pay for it in a 
reduction of weekly product of each 
mill. 
One mill-owner has estimated 
here that this increase of the wages of 
men and women, und the decrease of 
their hours of lat>or will make a differ­ 
ence of $300,0440 in the income of Fall 
River manufacturers. That $34H),oOO 
has been given away without any so ­ 
licitation from the operatives, and by 
the voluntary action of the mill-own- 
ers. 
Business in the mills, moreover, 
is so active that the weavers are con­ 
fidently expecting an additional in­ 
crease of 7 per cent, in their wag s in 
t he c urse of a year. 
“ We employ in the King 
Philip 
Mill,’ said Mr. 4’h.'i'<\ the treasurer, 
“1,100 hands, evenly divided bjiwccii 
sexes. 4)ur weekly pay-roll am ounts 
to $8,000. 
8.nee the fifty-eight-hour 
schedule went into effect our weavers 
get $ 1.04 wages for a 'piece of goods, 
instead of $1, as formerly, and 1D\ 
cents is paid in print mills for a p ece 
of forty-five yards, instead of 1 9 cents 
for the same am ount 
The tariff has 
especially aided us in the good* made 
of the finer yarns, and in selling tho 
fancy woven fabrics. 
A uood weaver 
on low grade goods in America wilt 
make from $9 to $14) a week, but in 
England only from $5 to $6 a week. 
The wages are higher upon the tine 
grade goods, a weaver earning from 
$10 to $14 in America, and only 
from $6 to $7 in England. ' 
Wrong in the facts about labor. 
Senator Carlisle is strangely misin 
formed respecting the condition of the 
operatives of cotton mills. These vic­ 
tim s of “tariff taxation and robbery” 
keep their surplus earnings in the four 
savings banks of Fall River, 
I’lie 
McKinley tariff 
act went fcto 
ef­ 
fect in the fail of 1890. 
During the 
next year, according to Senator Car­ 
lisle and his free trade friends, the 
mill hands ought to have suffered 
from a cut in wages and from increas­ 
ed burdens of “ McKinley prices,” and 
to have been unable to enlarge their 
deposits in the savings banks. 
Unfor­ 
tunately for the “tariff 
reformer’s” 
argument, the mill hands have not 
been overwhelmed with misfortune. 
They have increased - heavily 
their 
savings bank deposits. 
The savings 
hank write up the books so as to 
show the total am ount of each de­ 
positor’s account on October 31 
of

R y e f o r P a s t u r a g a . 
A crop of rye for late pasturage is 
almost a necessity cn all farms where 
stock-raising is made a specialty. Rye 
is a crop th a t provides green foot Hong 
after pasture grass is gone, and it 
springs up so early in the spring that 
treen footl may he had from it before 
grass appears, after the winter is over. 
It is a crop that occupies the land at 
it time when it will be in the way of no 
other crop, and requires no cultiva­ 
tion or labor other than tlie prepara­ 
tion of the soil aud seeding. 
It also keeps the weeds down, and 
crowds t he early ones out in the spring. 
Considering its small cost for seed and 
labor, and t he many advantages which 
it holds out as a pasture crop, it is 
worthy a place on every farm. It may 
be plowed under in the spring in time 
to permit of a corn crop, or it may he 
retained for its grain and straw, and 
tljjtt, too, after the cattle have grazed 
upon it early in the spring, the straw 
of 
rye 
being superior 
to 
th a t 
ot wheat for many purposes, while the 
grain always.commands a ready sale. 
Every farmer is aware ot the fact 
th a t one of the critical periods with 
milch cows is when the pasturage fails, 
and grain must be substituted, along 
with liriy and otn r dry lood, for a 
change always causes a {falling off in 
the flow of milk unless great care is ex­ 
ercised to make the change lrom green 
food to dry food as gradual as possible. 
With a full supply of toots, or with 
the use of ensilage, the liability is 
lessened, but more labor is required 
with f lie cows than when they are in 
the pasture; hence, if they can he kept 
011 the pasture, or allowed green food 
in some form, the flow will be more 
easily maintained with less labor. For 
this purpose rye is the cheajtest and 
best 
crop t hat can be grown, and 
it 
servi-s 
to 
begin 
with 
in 
the spring, when the change must 
he made back to green food, which 
also influences the flow of milk the 
same as when changing to dry food- 
In other words, it serves to shorten 
the time when the cows must be fed 
exclusively on hay and grain, ami for 
th a t purpose it can not be surpassed. 
The land for rye should he prepared 
now, and plenty of manure will make 
a crop pay. If it is to be plowed under 
for corn, it will serve as an excellent 
green manure, if lime is applied after 
the rye is turned under. It never fails 
on any kind of soil to provide green 
food, and even on light sandy soils it 
will thrive well where wheat or oats 
?an not he grown.

vegetables and fruits. 
F o r th e truck w agons wh eh convey these 
supplies to the m ark ets a r e a ready increas­ 
ing th eir load*, m ore eas Iv draw n oyer the 
better road*, and m ak e m or m o n ey lrom 
th e larger load* th u s draw n, w hile they are 
satisfied w ith som ew h at low er prices. 
It is 
o nly a confirm ation o f tiie econom ical 
principle th a t good road* an d easy \va s of 
reaching m ark ets tend to low er co*t to c o n ­ 
sum ers a n d higbqgr profits to producers. 


A b o u t t h e C a r e o f F o d d e r , 
It has been well demonstrated th a t 
the fodder produced by a crop of corn 
is fully equal in value to the grain. 
If 
the gt ain was wasted, us in the case 
in the management of the fodder by 
many, it would create surprise. 
It 
has lieett claimed by an eminent au­ 
thority th at the am ount of fodder 
wasted annually, by exposure and 
trampling, is sufficient to fe* d all tlie 
stock in the United States during tlie 
winter. The claim is a broad one, 
but that an enormous loss occurs is 
a fact fully recognized. 
Tiie practice of “shocking” the corn 
u> ld<*r in the fields is an old one. At 
first the cured fodder is bright in col­ 
or, but a* the rains and snows come 
| upon it the color changes, becoming 
darker, 
the 
leaves 
dry 
until 
very brittle, and the winds literally 
.'lean the stems of all th at is of value. 
The shocks are blown over and rot on 
the ground, while tlie cattle tram p 
that which remains, by nulling it first 
to the ground and jacking it ove-. 
Just why care should be exercised in 
Jutting the fodder and securely bind­ 
ing it, only to allow it to waste later 
in, is a mystery, yet the same thing 
happens over and over. 
Fodder is a bulky crop, and for that 
reason it is left in the field. 
It is not 
ziveil th a t consideration which it de­ 
serves, so far as its nutritive yalue is 
concerned. When cut at the j»roj>er 
time, and left in the fields until an oj>- 
portunity is afforded for storing it un- 
ler a , covered 
shed, 
in a condi­ 
tion 
which 
will 
make 
it 
very 
acceptable 
to 
all 
classes 
of 
»tock, nnd if cut with a cutter, 
and fed moistened or steamed, with 
a small jvroportion of ground grain, it 
will keejt in good condition without 
the aid of hay. 
It may be stored un­ 
der cover by standing the fodder on 
Hid, under a large roof, or may be 
layered, and if well cured, and not 
having been exposed, it will not heat. 
It should l>e used as much as po-si- 
ble before the wet season sets in, to 
lessen the bulk. 
If there is a power 
jutter, it may be cut in large quaq- 
;ilies at a time and stored in hm-f.

A m t o M i l k i n g M a c h i n o i . 
T here are som e tilings th a t c an n o t be 
d o n e by m achinery, b u t only in the way 
p rovided by nature. 
M ilking is such a 
tiling, an d a lth o u g h there have been m an y 
devices proposed to do this w ork m ec h an ­ 
ically, all have failed. 
T he n iap n e r of 
m ilk in g m u st necessarily be so m e th in g like 
th a t of thecal*, for there is som e nervous 
s y m p a th y between the calf, or the milker, 
an d tlie cow, to cause the tqilk to flow 
p roperly. 
If a tube only is inserted in the 
teat th e m ilk will -How to som e extent, but 
only after it bus been started in the usual 
m anner. 
A nd the sensitive n a tu re of th e 
teats an d udder is MU-h th a t in every case 
the use of any m ilk in g tub* or ma< bine 
has been injurious. 
T he tubes are useful 
as surgical instrum ents, in case of disease 
or in ju ry to the cow, 
b u t as a business 
affair n o tpilking m ac h in e has so lar been 
found practicabie. 
T h e m ach in e sp m u ch 
talked o f of late bus not got past tlie stage 
o f experim ent, and probably never wifi.

C a r o o f P o u l t r y . 
Many of the suggestions as to the 
are 
of poultry 
are unpeoeasaril 
•rnel. 
In my own experience 
poultry I have secured satisfactory 
results with less severity in handling 
the 
fowls. 
It is quite a common 
practice to lay a barrel on its side, 
pbtring the hen and chicks in it, clos­ 
ing tbs end, leaving only space for the 
chicks to run in and out, thus keeping 
the lien a jtrisoner until such time as 
the chicks are ready for the fattening 
•oop. The latt r is something I do not 
possess, in fact have no use for. 
My ben and chicks are given a 
roomy cpop, with slat yard, 4xfift., 
which gives the ben chance to scratch 
an exercise and look after her family. 
This partial freedom secures the hen 
in good conditin and prepared to re- 
qmne laying eggs weeks earlier than 
when kejtt closely confined. 
Wlfile some advocate under feeding. 
I give my fowls all they will cat twice 
a day, and my egg record is t he best 
iti the neighborhood. 
I am convinced 
that liberal feeding will increase the 
receipts and keep the fowls in good 
condition. One of my friends tried 
under feeding, with the result th a t the 
Hook was slowly starving, A change 
of plan and more liberal feeding im­ 
proved the fiock and gave remunera­ 
tive results for the increased cost. 
Another neighbor was advised to 
feed but once a day. lie cot no eggs, 
and deserved none. At this time i 
was getting four and one-half and five 
dozen eggs, from a flock of ninety 
fowls, many of them three years old. 
My chicks a t twelve weeks old weigh 
Gibs, to the pair, and have perfect 
freedom* 
When one can produce 
chicks of that weight by allow ing them 
to enjoy the few weeks of life allotted 
to them, what need of confining them 
in fattening coojts and excluding all 
light by a green shade, to be jtartially 
raised a t feeding time. This latter 
was the advice of a recent writer in an 
agricultural paper. In my own exjteri- 
enee, if fowls are made comfortable 
and contented they wifi make con­ 
stant gains, a«4 I believe the quality 
of the chickens will be better than un­ 
der close confinement.—II. Edes, in 
American Cultivator. 


T r a i n i n g U p D o m e s t i c A n i m a l s . 
Solomon's sound maxim, “T ra in up 
a child in the way he should go, and 
when he is old he will not depart from 
it,” is just as sound, when applied to 
four-legged “children.” Many farmers 
seem either not to know this, or to 
ignore it, and omit nil attem pts to 
train their young animals, until they 
are of an age w hen training is no easy 
task. This is a great mistake. 
The education of a colt should begin 
so early that it will never know when 
it was subjected to authority. 
It 
should be taught the meaning of a 
halter, and learp to submit without 
resistance to being led. And gradual 
ly, as it grows older, it should be 
gently inducted into all the services 


in such a case. Training has takeuits 
place and doi e the job far better. 
'Kite same method should be pursued 
with the calf th a t is in time to take 
her place in tliedairy. Theoldsysttm , 
like th at pursued with colts, was to 
let the heifer run wild till her first 
calf came, and then, when thecalf was 
removed, “ break her in ’ to < airy 
work—an operation in most cases 
“easier said than done.” Beginning 
with calfhood, she should l»e taught 
to have no fe .r of mail, and t o submit 
to handling as readily as when se' tle l 
down into a staid, sober-sided old 
cow. There 
is no dilliculty about 
this. It only calls for patience, gentle­ 
ness an I good sense in dealing with 
the young animal. 
’And so with shefp,poultry and oth­ 
er farm stock. We like to see a man 
on good terms with all his farm ani­ 
mals. A man .whose dumb beasts ntv 
worried andshv, and try to get out of 
the way when he approaches, “gives 
himself away” badly, 
lie shows that 
lie is a hard master. But if his hoises 
whinney when they see him, if his cows 
show no fear as he goeft among them, 
if his sheep flock around him as he 
enters the pasture, if his poultry are 
glad at his appearanee, if even the 
imperturbableswine grunt their pleas­ 
ure as lie leans over the sty, set him 
down as one \riio is “merciful to his 
beasts,” a kind master and a good 
man. Such a man only iu fit to curt 
for and train young animals. 


T h e P r e s e r v a t i o n o f B u t t e r . 
To preserve butter in all its fresh­ 
ness for at least two months, the fol­ 
lowing methods may be 
followed: 
Dissolve 
six grammes 92^ 
grains 
Troy of tartaric acid in one litre 1 3-4 
pints of water, and six grammes of 
bicarbonate of soda. This water will 
thu* have the property ol dissolving 
thoroughly the butyric acid and tlie 
spoiled casein which gives rancid but­ 
ter its abominable taste. Select very 
fresh butter of good flavor and be t 
it up with this water until the water 
is clear, and until by this mixing and 
nta-hing the butyric acid and deteri­ 
orated casein have disappeared. The 
butter ia then washed several times in 
fresh water; it is well drained in clean 
clot Its and then j»ut into glass or por­ 
celain jars. 
If you wish to utilize 
some jars, the interior may be coated 
with a layer of wax or stearine to 
prevent the air passiug through tlie 
pores. By pouring the wax melted 
into the jars an impermeable coat is 
formed. 
Place 
your 
butter, well 
drained, in these glasses or jars, and 
cover the surface with a sheet of 
paper steej*e<l in melted wax. If you 
wish to jtrolong the preservation, salt 
the butter when mixing.—Dairyman. 
England. 


C i o v e r B lo a t . 
Now is the time for the annual re 
currence of this malady. Thousands 
of cattle die of it every year, yet there 
are very many rattle men who grow 
clover abundantly who never jmve a 
case of it. It all dej*ends on how in­ 
telligently 
the m atter is handled. 
Tlie true practice is never to turn 
cattle on fresh clover until all dew or 
rain is thoroughly dried off, and then 
only after the eatt'e are well filled ujt 
on other grass beforehand. A gre it 
many cases occur where cows have 
been yarded all night atui turned out 
hungry in the early morning on fresh 
clover, says H oard’s Dairyman. 


Farm notes 
No m atter what oats are worth in 
the market, if you grow them your­ 
self you can atiord to feed them. 
Small j*otatoes which are unsalable 
should not be wasted, as they are 
luxuries to the hens and pigs, 
it will 
pay to ppt'them away for feeding to 
jtoultry alone. 


Spinach is usually sown in the fall. 
One of the best and easiest methods 
is to broadcast the seed, but this must 
be done on land th a t is free from 
weeds. Spinach is a hardy plant and 
can stand quite a degree of cold. 
As the grass begins to fail later on, 
the rations of the cows should be in­ 
creased at tlie barn. If there is then a 
supply of roots, and especially of car­ 
rots and turnips, the cous may be 
gradually changed from green food to 
grain and hay with less risk of their 
falling off in yield of milk. 
Sprouts growing uj> from the roots 
of trees take nourishment th a t should 
go to the trees. The sjtrouts are 
really weeds, and should not be 
allowed to grow even an inch. Unless 
kept 
down they not only injure 
the trees, but render them unsightly. 
Calves th at are weaned from tiieir 
dams when btr a few days old are not 
easily raised during the warm sea on. 
Give themfresh milk fourtimes tt day, 
and as soon as they can be taught to 
take it give t hem oatmeal gruel with a 
small quantity of linseed meal added. 
It will require hand-weeding in the 
rows of strawberries in order to have 
them clean*, and the best time to jtull 
weeds is when the ground is soft—just 
after a rain—as the erass, also, can 
then be pulled out. Tlie ground be­ 
tween the rows should be well culti­ 
vated in order to afford a loose soil 
for the runners. 
Crab grass has very large and spread­ 
ing roots. When it gets'a sta rt it 
takes possession of every square inch 
of the soil, and is difficult to remove, 
yet it is one of the easiest plants to 
kill when it is young. 
Keejt the culti­ 
vator moving where crab giass is 
liable to appear, as it will not thrive, 
when young, in a loose, dry soil. 
With a good road the wagons will 
last much longer, and the labor of the 
teams lessened. The cost of trans­ 
portation from the farm to the rail­ 
road is a heavy item on a bad road. 
When the team can haul a heavy load 
over a good road, instead of halt a 
load over a bad road, it is not only a 
saving of labor but also a great gain 
in timo. 
0 
Why do the seeds of weeds endure 
the cold of winter and spring up early 
in the year to crowd out the crops? 
It is flue to the fact th a t farmers first 
allow the weeds to seed instead ol de­ 
stroying them when they are young, 
and then buiying the seed with the 
plow in the fall, which covers them as 
a protection against frost. Having 
given the weed seeds a warm and se­ 
cure bed for the winter, the farmer 
brings them to tlie surface a?ain in 
the spring, and thus affords tlie con 
ditions most favorable to their ger 
mination and rapid growth. 


F e a r o f t h e F i n g e r B o w l. 
The most embarrassing thing in so 
ciety is a finger bowl. 
Every one is 
embarrassed who attem pts to use 
one. The women come nearer to us­ 
ing them gracefully than the men, but 
even tlie women do not entirely suc­ 
ceed, although they assume a careless 
manner in washing their fingers, indi­ 
cating th at a t home they use finger 
bowls every few minutes.

A series of interesting experiments 
was conducted the other night at Stan­ 
ford Bridge Grounds, London, with bal­ 
loon and apparatus invented and im­ 
proved by Mr. Eric Bruce for use in mil­ 
itary signaling at night over intervening 
woods and hills. Within the balloon 
are hung on a small swinging ladder six 
incandescent lamps, connected by insu­ 
lated cable with a battery on the ground, 
worked that night at twenty-four volts 
and giving ttixty candle power of illumi­ 
nation, By ready manipulation of the 
buttons at the instrument the operator 
flashes on the translucent sides of the 
balloon the signals of the Morse or any 
code, and these can be easily read at a 
distance of six miles. 
The balloon U6ed was a small one of 
eighteen feet diameter, containing 1,000 
feet of gas, and was held by cable at a 
height of about 300 feet. 
The strong 
wind prevailing rendered the position of 
the balloon unsteady and uncertain, but 
tho signals were nevertheless read by 
military experts, and were answerod 
from a station on land.
